EDITORIAL COMMENT 


JOIN IN THE MOVEMENT 


T 


HE question of railroad transportation rates 


is one that is so vital to the people of 


Nevada that there should be no doubt of the 
co-operation of every shipper and business man 
within its borders 
An 
opportunity will be 


afforded every patron of the railroad' to come 
forward and join in a movement that has for its 
object the compilation of data and the prepara- 
tion of an address to the Southern Pacific offi- 
cials embodying the .complaints of the people of 
tliis State against the company- in .the. matter 
of freights and fares,. To be' effective'this rhove- 


- merit must be backed by as-strong a representa- 
tion from the -shippers of Nevada as it is pos- 
sible to secure. 
There must be no listless or 


.half-hearted action or the movemet is 'fcfre- 
cloomed to failure and .will "die a-borning." 
' 
Let it be understood at the outset that there 


is no intention to antagonize/the railroad com- 
pany—there is no political .significance in the 
organization that it is hoped to perfect. There 
will be no threats of legislative enactments if 
the company declines to accede to all the requests 
that arc rnr.de, hut a;i; effort will be made to; so 
prc-scnt: th*e facts as they exist and endeavor" to 
prove by these facts, that our State has been 
unjustly 'discriminated' against in the past ari'cl 
jMtour material prosperity and advancement has 
been seriously -hampered by a ".condition'that :it, 
rs-entirely within the.power of the railroad.com- 
pany to ameliorate •SyitHpiit -financial >;10ss, but, 
01? the contrary, that will result in'greatly' in- 
creased business. 
: • It-can be safely predicted that there will, be 
strong opposition to any revision of the western 
classification by Che wholesalers of San Francisco 
and- Sacramento who now enjoy terminal rates 
and who will''vigorously protest. against any 
knvcring of rates that will have the effect, of 
losing to them any portion.of the territory over 
which they now have exclusive control.by. reason 
of discriminatory ;freight rates.. ;Whiler>there,is 
no intention' to. take, undue.advantagei.of San 
Francisco in its. hour of .trouble, the fact remains 
that it will: be months—perhaps , D'carsrrr-before

The business men of Reno need have no fear 


that they will suffer any inconvenience by reason 
of this movement. 
As above stated, it is the 


intention of those who have associated them- 
selves for the purpose of bringing this matter to 
the attention of''the railroad officials, to conduct 


the negotiations on the high plane of business ' 
principles, to talk to them as one business man t 
to another and to endeavor to convince them 
that it is t'o the best interests of both to agree 
on a more equitable adjustment of freight . 
tariffs. 
As before stated in these columns, the* 


railroad company is not a charitable institution. 
Although a Kentucky corporation, the S.'P .Co. 
has the characteristic that is said to be peculiar 
to the Missourian— they must be "shown" where- 
in it will be to their advantage to build up this 
State and how lower freight rates will:accornp?ish 
that end. The heads of the freight and pjis- V 
senger departments of the • compay , will come 
fortified with a mass of figures and data that 
will be: simply appalling to a. lay man who is not; ..
